Drawings 



1. The substitute drawing filed January 6, 2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 as 
containing new matter. Although the specification mentions a "foldable triangular stand" 
(paragraph [0006]), there are many such stands, and the selection of the specific stand now 
illustrated constitutes new matter. 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



3. Claims 25, 27, 39 and 43-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 25, 27 and 43, the recitation that "the second ply include[s] integrally 
formed first and second tabs adapted to fixedly engage a back surface of the flexible substrate" is 
misdescriptive. According to Applicant's remarks, the second tab is "closure tab 76". But 
according to the specification, "the closure tab 76 is folded along the foldline 78 to engage the 
first ply 36 " (Paragraph [0014]). Thus, the second tab engages the first ply, not the back surface 
of the flexible substrate, as recited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 25, there is no antecedent basis for "the first surface" (line 10). 

Claim 39 has been misnumbered as "38".
